FATAL AUTO ACCIDENT 
NEAR MINEAK MONDAY NIGHT 


A fatal automobile accident happen- 
ed near Mineak about six o’clock. Mon- 
day evening, when Jaakko Wirkkula 
stepped from behind a car and was hit 
by a Buick Sedan driven by Frank 
Rad of Red Deer. He was rushed to 
the Wetaskiwin hospital, where it was 
found he had his skull fractured, and 
he died about ten o'clock that evening.

MEADOW NEAR WETASKIWIN 


Proving that uneasiness over the 

delay was not warranted, the Com- 
mercial Airways aeroplane, piloted by 
Capt.. “Wop” May, with Glen M. 
Ruby, western manager of the Hud- 
son’s Bay-Marland Oil company, as 
passenger, arrived here from Calgary 
shortly after midday Friday. 
_ The machine had been seen to pass 
over Ponoka at 9 o’clock but as there 
was no report of it having reached 
the local flying field by 12 o'clock, 
there was some concern as to the 
cause of the delay. When the ma- 
chine finally landed, it was found 
that some miles south of Wetaskiwin, 
there was an indication of motor 
trouble while the oiling was not work- 
ing properly. 

Capt. May decided to make a land- 
ing as soon as possible in order to 
make in inspection of the machine 
and this-was done in a meadow about 
two miles east of Wetaskiwin. After 
making some necessary adjustmen‘g, 
the machine took the air in about an 
hour and came on to Edmonton. There 


-was a head wind to contend with all 


the way while the thick fog made it 
necessary to fly low so that the speed 
was not greater than 60. miles per

GRAIN LOSS IN. oo! 
BIG FIRE. EXTENSIVE 


Lethbridge, Oct. 6.—Losses are be- 
ing*tabulated today in the. worst prairie 
fire in the history: of southeastern Al- 
berta. Grain destroyed: by the blaze 
which started south of Purple Springs 
and swept an area of farming and 
grazing lands 22 miles long and from 
two to ten miles ‘wide, will reach a 
total of over 100,000 bushels. There 
was no loss of human: life and few 
stock fell prey to the conflagration 
despite the fact that it traveled on the 
wings of a ‘forty-mile gale from ‘the 
southwest, Scores of granaries, bins 
filled with threshed wheat and 
teacherage northwest of Foremost 
were destroyed. The ‘fire Was. brought 
under control about five o'clock, after 
2,000 men had battled the flames for 
hours. A Spark from a threshing en- 


sine lighting o straw stack started the 
fire,

since ‘April, 1927, only 1,000 animals 
were: brought to England ‘from 
Canada, the smallness of the figure 
being due to ‘the heavy demand in 
the United States for Canadian beef, 
During the past nine months not a 
single shipment has left the dominion 
for this country. 

Argentine beef hag 
price until it now costs nearly as 
much as_ British. Moreover, the 
United States is already buying New 
Zealand meat which hitherto was ex- 
ported exclusively to Britain. All 
these factors mean the British farmer 
is at last in a position to recover his 
own market if he organizes for the 
purpose. 

Britain, however, _ still imports 
5,000,000 carcasses of New Zealand 
mutton and lamb every year or half 
her entire supply, for it is not con- 
sidered possible to alter this 
ket at the present time. 

There are great Possibiliies for the 
preduction and sale of -British beef 
except that the middleman and dealer 
tings make exploitation of the farmers 
easy. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s newspapers 
have already started a campaign to 
induce the British farmer to make 
himself independent of the rings, and 
thus place himself in a position where 
he will be enabled to take advantage 
of the market which Canada .has 
vacated,

ested in natural history. It has been 
proven by experiments that it would 
be impossile for mankind to exist 
without the birds, which destroy cut

TENTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
October 4, 1928) 
Threshing is fully seventy-flve per 

cent completed throughout the prov- 

ince and good progress is being made 
with the remainder, according to tele- 
graphic reports received by the De- 
partment of Agriculture for the tenth 
fortnightly crop report of the season. 

Weather conditions during the past 


two weeks have been generally satis: 


factory, although in a number of lo- 
calities Hght falls of rain and snow 
have hampered operations to some ex- 
tent. Grain is moving rapidly to mar. 
ket and at some country points ele- 
vators are reported to be filled to 
capacity. . 

Recent reports make it difficult to 
estimate with any degree of accuracy 
the damage resulting from frost. In 
a number of localities and in the case 
of earlier crops generally injury has 
been very slight, while in other dis- 
tricts the quality of a considerable 
percentage of the grain threshed has 
been lowered from one to three grades 
and a marked decrease from the an- 
ticipated yield is reported. 

In the Peace River country the 
season has been very satisfactory, and 
grades on the average are stated to be 
better than-for last year’s crop. A 
great deal of fall plowing has been 
done throughout the province, and 
this, along with the large amount of 
land newly broken during ithe past 
summer, promises an increased acre- 
age in readiness for next season.

GREAT TRUST BREAKS 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 6—A growing 
belief that the North Atlantic shipping 
combine has collapsed in so far as 
grain rates are concerned is beginning 
to make itself felt in Ottawa. Grain 
rates across the Atlantic have been 
lower than for many years and al- 
though the shipping interests have 


‘always claimed that the combine did 


not operate in fixing grain transporta- 
tion rates, there is a feeling in Ot- 
tuwa that the low rates of the pres- 
ent grain season are due to failure of 
the combine to combine on grain 
rates. 

Tt is also believed that there has 
been an increase in the percentage of 
grain shipped via Canadian ports, Ow- 
ing to a variety of conditions, more 
Canadian grain has gone to Europe by 
Buffalo and American seaports than 
via Montreal. This year Montreal 
has received a bigger percentage of 
grain than it has done hitherto and 
the hope is expressed that this condi- 
tion, will improve still further, 

Buffalo has the advantage over 
Montreal because of the St. Lawrence 
haul, Grain to go overseas via Mont:

How about 
a discussion on the Bthics of the tax 
discount system. I have no ver pro- 
nounced views on the subject, but I 
have heard it suggested that discounts 
earned by the larger rate-payers are 
paid for by rate-payers who do not 
happen to have the cash available to 
pay their taxes within the discount 
period. That has seemed to me a 
rather narrow view and I have no 
doubt that an analysis of the subject 
would disclose that discounts do not 
really reduce the taxes of the larger 
rate-payers nor increase those of the 
smaller. 

Since you and I are accustomed to 
be on opposite sides of the argument 
I almoz: iustinctively looked through 
your cditor!al comment to see if there 
was aiything with which I could 
disagree. I was afraid you were going 
to disappoint me until 1 reached the 
last column of the last page and al- 
mort the paragraph, where!n you wax 
“screastic” at the expense of the City 
of Calgary and the P.R. system You 
might have included the City of Win- 
nipeg and the Province of Manitoba 
and upon enquiry you would find that 
the system is firmly entrenched here 
and, if I may venture e. prophesy, 
will sooner or later be adopted for 
Dominion elections. I know the dif- 
ficulty of converting people who ‘hold 
strong views on this or any other sub- 
ject, but surely it cannot be denied 
that minorities are entitled to the 
representation which their numbers 
warrant, Take the recent elections in 
British Columbia. Vancouver elected 
six Conservatives and Victoria four, a 
clean sweep in each case, which leaves 
the thousands of Liberals in those 
constituencies without representa- 
tion in the Provincial Legislature. 
P.R. would have remedied. this anom- 
aly and would have given the Liberals 
the representation to which they were 
entitled and no more.

that silver fox furs are a staple com. 
modity for which there will be a 
steady and Incroasing domand, ‘Tho 
{den appears to hayo existed In the 
minds of the public and of some fox 
breeders. as woll, that silver fox furs 
have beon prized and, therefore, com- 
manded high prices, because of thelr 
rarity, and, that silver fox ranching 
was a mero bubble that would burst 
when these pelts were produced in 
large quantities, 

Numerous fox breeders held the {dea 
that the chlof hope of making money 
was by tho salo of live foxes and that 
it behooved them to reap the harvest 
as quickly as possible, This mis- 
taken view has done great mischief 
to silver fox ranching, as breeders are 
now beginning to realize. 


An analysis of the situation as a 
whole indicates that silver fox ranch- 
ing is a well ostabiished industry, 
producing a commodity for which 
there will be a steady and increasing 
demand, and, while unfortunately 
there are some who are exploiting 
industry and straining its possi, | 
the more intelligent fox breeders are 
making determined efforts to build up 
silver fox ranching along the well rec- 
ognized lines that have led to success 
in other industries, The National Fox 
Breeders’ Association of Canada, in’ 
co-operation with the department of 
agriculture, hag already established a 
rigid and efficient system of registra- 
tion of pedigreed silver foxes in order! 
to improve the standard of the ani. 
mals, and also a system of marketing ' 
of pelts to prevent undue sacrifices 
that previously were a cause of great 
loss of revenue to the industry. 


Silver fox ranching presents great 
financial possibilities. The cost of 
feed and labor, and the capital expend- 
ed are much less than in other live- 
stock industries. The average cost of 
the unprepared feed at the experiment- 
al fox ranch of the department of agri- 
culture at Summerside, P.E.I., for an 
adult fox per year has been about $15, 
and for the feed required to raise a 
pup from birth to maturity about $10. 
A well equipped pen for one pair of 
foxes need not cost over $100. One 
hundred silver foxes can readily be 
ranched on ten acres of land and do. 
not require the attention of more than 
two men. So that even if the price 
of silver fox furs dropped to near the 
level of wild caught red fox pelts, 
which is ‘extremely improbable, there 
would still be a good margin of profit . 
from silver fox ranching carried on 
along sound economic lines.

of teachng highway safety. This im- 
portant matter is dealt with in the 
literature of the American Road 
Builders’ Association, Washington, 
D.C,’ Coincident with the opening of 
schools all ‘teachers are urged to de- 
vote time to-the teaching of highway 
safety. 

According to the American Road 
Builders’ Association, speaking of the 
United States, approximately 7,400 
children were killed in highway acci- 
dents during 1927, Most of these ac- 
cidents could have been avoided with 
proper education in the schoo] and in 
the home. The principal contributive 
cause of child deaths in street and 
highway ‘accidents, says the Associa- 
tion, are’ those of children playing in 
the streets in violation of traffic laws, 
and coasting or stealing rides, 
1927, as a result of the first two cause 


alone, 3,638 children of school age: 


were killed. 

Those who are accustomed to ride 
in motor cars in the city must have 
experienced the danger children have 
been allowed to expose themselves to 
by playing in the streets. There are 
occasions, no matter how careful the 
motorist may be, when an accident is 
inevitable. 

“Teachers may render a real service 
to their communities,” the Road Build- 
ers’ Association points out, “by tact- 
fully presenting the problem of child 
safety to their puppils. The teaching 
of.the simple principles of courtesy 
and caution are preferable to the mem- 
orizing of. a series of complex traffic 
rules and safety regulations.” 


In presenting the problem of child’ 


safety teachers are asked to have three 
objectives in view: First, to discourage 
playing in the streets; second, to 
familiarize children with the move- 
ments of traffic and methods for con- 
ductingthemselves accordingly; third; 
the'installation of an habitual practice 
of' courtesy and caution at all times 
while on the street or highway, 

Children. not only. endanger their 
own lives by playing in the streets ‘or 
crossing in violation of traffic laws, but 
they also endanger the lives of motor 
vehicle drivers. According to the Road 
Builders’ Association, a large number 
of serious accidents occurred last year 
when. motorists swerved from their 
course: in order to avoid striking 
children. 

Parents are asked to play a part 
in educating the child in these prin- 
ciples of courtesy and caution. It is 
not enough for the parents to warn 
children to be careful when they are 
sent off to school, says the American 
Road Builders’ Association. The child 
must be taught the whys and where- 
fores of the warning in a simple and 
convincing manner, It should be.made 
to appear a point of honor for 
children to be* cautious and to. en- 
courage each other to be cautious, 

By education in the home and re- 
iteration in the schoolroom, children 
should.soon become more, responsible 
while on the street and highway.— 
Editorial:in Lethbridge Herald.

tion and routine work into which all 
must fit, have been passed down as 
professional folk lore. Formal educa- 
tional processes begin with young 
children, and because of mass meth- 
ods, the teacher and the schools turn 
out a uniform product—boys and girls 
Who can answer given questions in 
stereotyped fashion with standard- 
ized degrees of speed and accuracy. 
This uniformity of product would not 
be found if it were possible to develop 
each child’s possibilit.as.. 

No two pupils are alike and recent 
experiments and investigations have 
brought home to the general teaching 
body a fuller understanding of the 
great contrasts between pupils even of 
the same age and grade, Although, of 
course, experienced teachers have rec- 
ognized differences in pupils and en- 
deavored to meet the situations in the 
classrooms, little has yet been done to 
grapple with the important problem of 
protecting pupils from the evils of 
mass methods of production. 

Teachers themselves, ag teachers, 
being part of the machine, suffer more 
perhaps from timidity and lack of in- 
itiative, than from inability to follow 
the established routine. There is al- 
ways much in the old worth retaining 
and innovations are not to be cherish- 
ed solely because they are novel; 
therefore, before putting into general 
use any new scheme or changing the 
old, it should be carefully surveyed to 
make sure that the problem of getting 
back to the individual is fully under-- 
Stood and the solution is safe and 
practical. Research and experimenta- 
tion aiming to provide due measure of 
individual instruction into the school 
system should be encouraged in order 
that the right antidote may be dfscov- 
ered to the evils arising from mass
